Services, for costs pursuant to the Emergency Telephone System 20 

Act. 21 
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  Section 100.  The sum of $2,000,000, or so much thereof as 1 

may be necessary, is appropriated from the State Police 2 

Revocation Enforcement Fund to the Illinois State Police, for 3 

grants to law enforcement agency task forces for participating 4 

in programs to help reduce crime. 5
